It has become a practice, he says, for 
farmers to disregard the small growths i 
that spring up along the roadside as 
the result of seeds being blown by the 
wind, and such trees, if cultivated, 
would serve to beautify the country- I 
side. 
Particular attention

will

called to the necessity for planting 
and caring for trees in open fields. | 
This cultivation is being urged to fur- i 
nish a place of comfort for horses, ! 
cattle, sheep and other animals in the I 
fields, furnishing places for shade and j 
shelter 
Recently the state forester made a 
trip over the state, searching for data 
on tree cultivation for his report.

took a camera and made photographs 
of stretches of highways and in fields j 
where trees 
are 
allowed 
to stand, j 
which show' the animals take advan­ 
tage of the shade afforded. 
“ Many farmers protest that trees in 
the fields prevent the sun from reach- ! 
ing beneath the branches and thus j 
prevent growth, said Mr. Deam 
can be prevented by pruning the trees 
high enough to permit tlie sun’s rays 
reaching beneath the branches."

In the Period Covered by This Official 


Inquiry It Is Show n That W h ile A li 


of the Fifteen A rticles Used as a 


Basis of Com parison Had Advanced 


in Cost, Ten Had Increased as Much 


as F ifty P e r Cent. 


Washington. Sept. 23. — There has 
just 
been 
completed 
an 
investi­ 
gation into the high cost of living for 
a period of ten years past conducted 
by the commissioner of labor, which 
was extended into thirty-two states 
and covered fifteen of the principal 
food products and coal. 
The investigation wa«e made in in­ 
dustrial centers, and the commissioner 
believes covers two-thirds cf the arti­ 
cles that enter into working men’s ne­ 
cessities. 
The report shows that fourteen of 
the fifteen food articles covered by the 
Investigation were quoted at higher 
prices on Ju n e 15. 1912. than they were 
a year before, while ten of the articles 
had advanced in the last ten years 
more than 50 per cent over the aver­ 
age retail prici s for the period 1890- 
1899. 
During the last decade prices of po­ 
tatoes changed most and sugar the 
least. 
Their advances were 11.9 and 
8.5 per cent respectively. 
During the 
last year bacon, which decreased just 
one-tenth of 1 per cent, w'as the only 
one of the fifteen principal articles of 
food that show'ed a decline in price, 
while nine of the fifteen advanced 
more than 10 per cent, varying from 
2.4 per cent for milk to 18.6 for round 
steak. 
Of the fifteen, only eggs, butter, 
milk and sugar were lower, but the 
price of three of these four is n irm ally 
lower during summers than during 
winters.

HERE is no phase of the subject 
of road improvement so impor 
tant and which is so often neg 
lected as that of maintenance 
Roads may be constructed in a most 
scientific m anner and out of the bes» 
materials available, but uuless they 
are properly maintained they will soon 
er or later g o to pieces. 
On the other 
hand, roads may be never so poor, bur 
with systematic repair and maiute 
nance they may be rendered passable 
at all seasons of the year for ordinary 
traffic. 
No road has ever been so w’ell 
constructed that it did not ueed to be 
maintained. 
Even the tremendously 
massive roads of the Romans have al 
most disappeared, larg ely for lack of 
maintenance 
The terms maintenance and repair 
are very frequently used as synonyms, 
but there is a wide distinction between 
these two operations.

road means to keep it always in g ood 
condition, while to repair it means to 
make it g ood only occasionally.

No state or community has ever built 
or kept in repair a system of first class 
improved 
roads 
under the personal 
service or labor tax system. 
In fact, 
this system is not. applicable to any 
class of road construction or mainte 
nance, not even to earth roads 
Its 
principles are unsound, its operations 
unjust, its practice wasteful, and the 
results obtained under it are uusatis 
factory in every particular. 
Undoubtedly tbe best system of m ain­ 
tenance is tiiat which provides for the 
permanent employment of skilled la 
boiers or caretakers who may have 
charg e of particular sections of road 
or who may be assig ned to any part of 
tbe county where the work is most 
needed. 
Men employed in this way be­ 
come experts in their particular line of 
work, and if they make mistakes one 
year they are pretty a [it to correct 
them the next: but. under tbe labor tax 
system, these mistakes are repeated 
from time to time. 
If one man is em ­ 
ployed to look after a particular stretch 
of road or to do a particular class of 
work he will soon learn to take pride 
and interest in his work. 
While it would be manifestly impos­ 
sible to adopt this system throug hout 
the entire country on account of limit­ 
ed resources and sparse population, 
still it is believed that there are many 
places where it mig ht be used with 
g reat success. 
It would be difficult to 
find a county which is so poor that it 
could not afford to employ continuously 
eig ht or ten laborers and three or four 
team s to maintain and repair its roads 
There are many counties, however, 
which could well afford to employ ten 
times such a force. 
That such a plan 
would be more effective than the labor 
tax system would appear to be self 
evident. 
Of all our roads the earth roads are 
probably the most neg lected. 
Experi 
ence bas shown that by proper m ain­ 
tenance earrh roads may be transform 
ed into something better than elong at­ 
ed mudholes. 
The first and last com 
mandmeut In the maintenance of earth 
roads is to keep the surface well drain 
ed. 
W ater is tbe g reat enemy to our 
clay or soil roads and must be removed 
immediately or much mud and very bad 
roads are the result. 
To insure g ood 
drainag e the ditches must be attended 
to and obstructions removed and a 
smooth, raised crewn of the road main 
tained 
For this purpose the split log 
drag or some similar device is very 
useful and at the same time inex 
pensive 
The drag can be used on a 
sand-clay or g ravel road just as effec­ 
tively as on an earth road. 
The following points should be borut 
in mind In drag g ing an earth, g ravel or 
sand-elay road- The drag should be 
light and should be hauled over the 
road at an angle of about forty-five de 
grees in sm h a way that only u small 
amouut of earth Is pushed to the een 
ter of the road. 
The driver should ride 
on the drag and never drive faster than 
a walk. The dragging should beg in on 
the side of the road, or wheel track,

S U B S T I T U T E S F O R B R E A D . 
In various parts of the world, the 
poorer classes consume little or no 
b read. 
Baked 
loaves of b read are 
practically unknown in 
portions 
of 
southern 
Austria 
and 
Italy, 
and 
throughout the agricultural districts 
of Roumania, says the London Stand­ 
ard. 
Austrians aver that in the vil­ 
lage of Ob ersteirmark, not very far 
from Vienna, b read 
is 
never 
seen. 
The staple food is sterz, a kind of por­ 
ridge made from ground b eech nuts, 
taken at b reakfast with fresh or cur­ 
dled milk, at dinner with b roth or 
fried lard, and at supper with milk 
The dish is also called heiden, and is 
sub stituted for b read, not only in the 
Austrian district mentioned, b ut in 
Cariuthia and other parts of the Ty­ 
rol. 
Northern Italy offers a sub sti­ 
tute for b read in the form of Polenta, 
which is a kind of porridge made of 
b oiled grain. Polenta is not, however, 
allowed to granulate like Scotch por­ 
ridge or the Austrian sterz. 
It is in­ 
stead b oiled into 
a 
solid 
pudding, 
which is cut up and portioned out 
with a string. 
It is eaten cold as 
often as it is hot, and is In every 
sense an Italian’s daily b read. 
There 
is a variation of polenta called mama- 
liga, the favorite food of the poorest 
classes In Roumania. 
Mamaliga re­ 
semb les polenta inasmuch as it is 
made of b oiled grain, b ut it is unlike 
the former in one respect - the grains 
are not permitted to settle into a solid 
mass, b ut are kept distinct after the 
fashion of oatmeal porridge.
